EHemeridejy px ffMfA€ei<> is a Greek word, aad com- 
pounded of l» and ifftf^ ^ and iignifies no more 
than an AUmtnack^^ DUry^ Regijltr^ or 'journal^ &c. 
accordiog to the different Idioms of (everal Countries or 
Nations. As with the Ajfyrians^ AlmanAckj with the La-

TH E ufe of Ephewertdes is confiderably great 5 or 
el(e no one in his Wits would be at the trouble of 
compoGng them : for a Man by the help of thefe Tables 
(hall obtain the true places of the Planets, both in Lon- 
gitude and Latitude, with other their Paffions and Af* 
feftions, in a moment, and by In(peftion , in a manner 3 
whereas otherwife, he could not accomplifh them in many 
hours, and that by Laborious Calculation. Eminently 
advantagious therefore 3 muft it needs be to (uch Aftro- 
logers and Phyficians, that have not proceeded (b far in 
Auronomy, as to be able to calculate the Planets places 
at all : of both which (brt I know many very ignorant 
herein.

dtiBiQft, &c. 

A Day is cither Artificial^ Political, Natural, or Aftro- 
nomical* An Artificial Day confiflrs of twelve 
hours, according to the Scriptures^ John ii. 19. butibme 
great Clerks have thought that fpace of time to be a Day 
Artificial, wherein the Sun maketh his abode above the 
Horifon, or is carryed (according to vulgar appearance) 
from the Eaft by the Mid-heayen, to the Occident 5 thkt 
is, from his rifing to his fetting^ and thefe days differ pro- 
portionally to the Seafons of the Year, as common Expe- 
rience teftifies. ' , - 

A Day Political is very diverfe according to the Na- 
tions wherein it is u(ed, and refpeftsits beginning chiefly. 
The Athenians^ Poloniafts^'ltaliaf7f^ 8cc: began their^ Days 
at Sun-fetting .• the Jetps^ ' Chdtdeam^ Perjians^ and Norim- 
bergians^ BabylMians^ Zcc. from the Suns rifing: xh^JEgyp- 
tians and Romans^ from Mid-night 5 of whom we in Eng-^ 
Und take our pattern'of accounting the hours thereof 
from Mid-night, ont, two, three a Clock, &c. 
' The Day Natural confifts of twenty four hours, wjs. of 
that fpace of time wherein the Equator accomplifbetb 
one revolution according to the Vrimnm mobile^ aftd fu^h 
an Arch or Portion thereof, as doth anfwer to the Diur- 
nal Ke volution of the Sun 5 which is 'generally* the fame. 

But ail Afl:ronomical Day i^ always reckoned from 
Noon to Noon, becaufe Aftronottiers thence begin their 

e Calcu'a- 
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CalcuUtioDs i and all other forts of Days ia the ufc of 
oar Ephemerides , are to be rodacedunto DaysAftrono- 
mical.

TH E Glorious (hining Diamonds of Heaven, as Aftro* 
nomers bave obfervcd , are either fixed -or Err atick. 
The Erratick are thefeven Planets, which is the work of 
our Ephtmerides. The fixed* ("not that any are really fo, or 
that indeed there is any thing fixed in Nature, fi^r next to I ^ 
fixation, in a proper Philo(bpbical fence, is Deftrudion; and ^ 
every thing is prcferv'd by Motion : (b that they are called 
fixed 4o comparifbn of their flow moving , which is fcarce 
perceiveable in (bme years time) are placed in the eighth 
Sphere, and always are at the fame diftance from each other, 
a^ alio from the Ecliptiek, keeping ftil) the fame Latitude for 
ever. They are (aid to be in number one thoufand twenty 
and two, or thereabout, according to the beft Aftronomers, 
AratHs , and others. They differ in Magnitude and colour 
from each other, and confequently in Nature and Influence. : 
There are fix feveral Magnitudes of them, clearly to be feen, 
befides (bme that are Obfcure, and others, nebulous or 
Cloudy. The fngenious Reader may find them both in 
Name, Number, Magnitude, Latitude, Longitude, Declina- 
tion, Right Afcention, and Nature, in my Redui^ion of H^irt- 
gills Tables, exaftly calculated for this pre(ent year, 1670. 
fo that I need not here to infert them again, only he may, 
for the ready fervice of his memory, take notice that there

v^hen he begins to enter his Eciiptical Limits , cannot be 
(een of us. It is an Eclipfe near a Rjoyal fixed Star, viz* 
the Virgins Spike. What is to be feen of it , will be in 
the uQknovi;n Southern parts -of the World. 

The fourth will be an Eclipfe of the Moon on oSober 
the 19 day, at eight a Clock at night, and in fix degrees 
of the Coeleflial Sign Taurus. This EccUpfe wiU be vifi- 
ble.to moft parts of Eur4>pei and in its beginning, and con- 
tinuance, will be vifible to the moraiNotthern parts of 
America , and to fuch as Navigate n%ar the Alphpnfine 
iQands, &c. to whom it will appear a total Eclipfe. The 
Noble Phylofbpher and Mathematician Andrew Argol^^mTikts 
this Eclipfe to fall jiift in the Dragons Tayl ; which if true, 
it mufl: then be thegreateft, and moft central, that can at any 
time poffibly be« 

The fifth Eclipfe will be of the Sun, onKovember the 4^^ 
day, about our 9. a Clock in the Morning, in 21. degree 
of Scorpio h but the Luminaryes being fo fardiftant from 
the North Node, . wa. above 16. degrees, it can be but a 
very fmall defed, and fcarcely ^o be feen : yet what of it 
will be vifible , will (hew it felf to fuch as fayl in thejl 
Northern Seas, &c. 

On the 2%th of March this year, there happens a par- 
til Conjund:ion of 'Jupiter and Mars i their Longitudes 
and Latitudes being both equal 9 Mars may be feen to 
Eclipfe "Jupiter. This rare Conjundtion may be obferved 
I in the Morning about three quarters of an hour before the; 
Sun rifes , thole Planets then beginning to afcepd - piif

The fourth and lafl: Eclipfe will be of the Mooo , on 
OSober the ninth day at our eleven a Clock before Noon^ 
in 3 6. degrees of Aries 5 it cannot be feen of us, but it will 
be vifible almoft in the Meridian to them that inhabit our 
Antipodes , where they may behold eight digits of twelve 
of the MooQS body to be Eclipfed.

Firft, on March the twentyeth, at our ten a Clock in 
(the Morningy the Sun will fuffer an Eclipfe in eleven de- 
grees of Aries. It is an Eclipfe that happens near the South 
iNode of the Moon, and will therefore, in it felf, be ve- 
.ry g ycf rt -T' but if wfH not appcjifuumo a s TO-the fefflands; 
»nd yet may we in fome mealure (if we be diligent) be- 
ihold it, though the Noble Argol fay no. It will be a vifi- 
tble and total Eclipfe unto fuch as inhabite the South parts 
pf America^ tjie Holy Ijland^ the Cape of St. VinctfttSy &c. 
»i)d tberefbre both in its Obfervation and Effed, the mod 
lto be regarded by them. 

The fecond Eclipfe of the Sun, happens on September 
the twelfth day, at our eight a Clock at Night. Thisde- 
feft falls in the beginning of the Equinox 5 and is no way 
to be feen by us, becaufe both the Luminaryes will be be-

aeath our Horizon before the DeUqnium begins. But to 
fuch as (hall fail or Navigate near the Port of St. Ptter^ the 
Illand of Paxarol &l\ it will appear a very great Eclipfe ; 
and unto thole parts may prove of an afl:oniQiing fignifica- 
tion and portent. 

There can be no Full Moon Eclipfe this Year , becaufe 
both thofe of the Sun are Central ^ and the one of them 
is made before the Suns Apog£on^ zxxA the other after it. 

On the twentyeth of Augufi this Year, is celebrated an 
unnfual Conjundion of the two Maleficks, Saturn and 
Atars^ in nineteen Degrees of the Coeleftial Crab, Ft is 
worthy the Obfervation and confideration , not only of 
Adronomers, but Aftrologers aUb. For if the one can tell 
you where it is , the other muft tell you what it means^ 
or (ignifies : and without the knowledge of the latter^ the 
former is of no advantage to Mankind. 
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TH E Glorious Planet VeffHs is our bright Morning Star, 
front! the beginning of this Year unto the tyventy- 
llxth day of Angnfi:^ at which time (he makes her Con- 
junftion with the Suij, and fo becomes Occidental^ and our 
Evening Star the remaining part of the Year.
